Nihilism, Socialism 
and all the other peace-destroying i.sms 
-. are tho result of surplus population. 
The wars of the first Napoleon in the 
beginning of this century stoppetl the 
growth of population, and tho jioacR 
that lasted for fifty-livo year.s was the 
result of his glorious career. Millions 
. perished by the sword, but millions 
were saved from appearing on the 
earth's surface as pickers-up of crumbs 
and partners of poverty. Russia is a 
vast countiy and there seems to be 
room enougli for the people, but they 
• do |not take possession of the land 
/ and they are evidently on the eve of 
seeking with tho sword the libcrlV they 
could secure v/ith tho spade. The 
people of tho British Isles appear to bo 
afllicted with tho disease called "bad 
times;" but it is not dangerous, and 
they are wisely preparing to get rid 
of surplus populations. The United 
States, Canada, Australia and Africa 
will supply them with homos for fifty 
years to come. German statesniou 
■wish to keep their people at home, and 
they must do so because Frenchmen do 
not wish to leave France and will 
Btirely seek for glory in Europe before 
the end of next yeaiC War may keep 
the population of these two countries 
in good health and the facilities for 
bleeding nations are greatly increased 
by modern science. The little nations 
appear to bo the luckiest. Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, and Switzerland are 
not afflicted by ambition, and judging 
by report they have escaped the isms. 
Henceforth the population on this con- 
tinent will increase enormously. In 
the United States there is no surplus 
.. population; but the country seems to 
be afllicted with a disease very like 
that which threatens the life of Russia. 
Kearneyism and tho crowds in cities 
look with eyes of envy on the self- 
made men and seem to think it is time 
to divide tho accumulated wealth of 
tho Republic. But the cure proposed 
by this reformer would only aggravate 
the disease. America wants a reformer 
that would spread her population over 
her vast unoccupied land. Such a man 
would save her from the quack who at- 
tempts to cure her by the old explotled 
practise of blood-letting. Africa, in 
the hands of our own relations is very 
sick of civilization and her natives will 
bo cleared out in a few years. Asia is | 
in a terrible condition.

The letter was evidently written 
very hurriedly, and somo parts of it 
wer© so blurred with ink as to be almost 
illegible. The signature was a scrawl, 
wdiicli cannot lie certainly deciphered. 
An internal and external post morlrm 
examination of the body was made by 
Dr. Rottot, v.-hicli convinced him that 
death was caused by nspliy.via and con- 
gestion of tho lung.s. Tho stomach and 
intestines were congested and quite 
emjity. Tho doctor was of opinion 
that deceased had not taken ])oison. A 
verdict of death from asphyxia v.-as 
returned by the jury.
